To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 

In reviewing the work for the past twelve months the 
Commissioners would eall the attention of the tax-payers to the 
many improvements and permanent repairs which have been 
made at the County Farm during the year and which include 
the completion of the new barn and its equipment, the finish- 
ing of the water sprinkler system and blacksmith shop, the 
remodelling of the old jail and House of Correction, and the 
erecting of a new building which is being used as a combina- 
tion for a piggery and slaughter house. 

In June we entertained all of the overseers of the poor 
and selectmen of the county, this being the third occasion of 
the kind held and which we believe is of mutual benefit to the 
towns and county. 

An outstanding event took place in September when the 
annual Fall meeting of the State Association of County Com- 
missioners and guests numbering one hundred persons was 
held at the County Farm. 

In December the members of the Cheshire County Dele- 
vation met with us and inspected the buildings, had dinner and 
held an informal meeting. 

The eare and supervision of the sick and unfortunate 
housed at the County Farm and Maplewood Hospital, have 
eontinued under the management of Supt. and Mrs. B. F. 
Sherman who are to be commended for their faithfulness in 
this respect, and we wish to express our personal thanks to 
them for all courtesies extended to us throughout the year.

The most important repairs and improvements made dur- 
ing the year were the remodeling of two of the older buildings 
used by the men, and the building of a new farm building 32 
feet by 80 feet to be used as a piggery, manure pit and with 
a slaughter room in one end. Extensive grading was done at 
the site of the old farm buildings, and around the new barn 
and piggery. This work being done by the institution help. 

The farm furnished the institution with an ample supply 
of farm produce and about 50,000 ft. of lumber was eut for 
general repair work. 

Both Mrs. Sherman and I wish to thank the different 
groups who visited the institution with some form of enter- 
tainment, the church organizations who conducted our relig- 
ious services, and all those who sent gifts especially at Christ- 
mas.

The health of the prisoners has been rather better than for 
many previous years. 


The increasing number of both prisoners and inmates has 
filled the hospital to capacity nearly the entire year. 


There were 769 weeks of hospital care furnished in the 
hospital, also a large number of visits made to inmates in their 
rooms and prisoners in the jail. . 


There were 11 major and twenty-one minor surgical opera- 
tions performed and eared for, also five births eared for at the 
hospital during the year. 


There were sixteen deaths.

The County Commissioners, Chairman Ramsay, Richard- 
son and Swan were present and discussion ensued as respects 
the conditions at the County Farm and the Commissioners 
made various suggestions and recommendations. 

On motion of R. C. Carrick, which was duly seconded, it 
was unanimously voted to go into Executive Session. 
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Mr. Leon Wiswall of Marlboro raised the question regard- 
ing the legality of the amount of appropriation for the Elhot 
Community Hospital at Keene. Discussion ensued. On mo- 
tion of Mr. Wiswall, which was duly seconded, it was voted 
(19 yeas, 3 nays) that $4,000.00 be appropriated for the year 
of 1934 for the Elliot Community Hospital, providing the 
County Solicitor advised the Delegation in writing, that the 
Delegation had the legal right to vote such an amount of ap- 
propriation and that if the County Solicitor advised that the 
Delegation could not appropriate an amount to exceed $3,000 
per annum, that the amount of the appropriation for the El- 
hot Community Hospital for the year of 1984 be $2,000.00, 
thereby bringing the appropriation for the years of 1933 and 
1934 to a sum not exceeding $6,000.00 for both years, $4,000 
having been appropriated for the year of 1933. 


On motion duly made and seconded, it was voted that R. 
C. Carrick confer with the County Solicitor and obtain a writ- 
ten opinion on the question of the amount which could be 
appropriated for the Elliot Community Hospital. 


On motion of R. C. Carrick, which was duly seconded, it 
was unanimously voted that the sum of $15,000 be appropri- 
ated for Court expenses for the year of 1934. 


On motion of Nathan C. Sibley, which was duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted that the sum of $35,000.00 be appro- 
priated for County Farm expenses for the year of 1934. 

On motion of R. C. Carrick, which was duly seconded, it 
was unanimously voted that the sum of $15,000 be appropriat- 
ed for Outside Poor expenses for the year of 1934. 

On motion of Clarence A. Wardwell, which was duly sec- 
onded, it was unanimously voted that the sum of $3,000.00 be 
appropriated for Court House Care and Supphes for the year 
of 1934. 

On motion of R. C. Carrick, which was duly seconded, it 
was unanimously voted that the sum of $1,800.00 be appro- 
priated for Homes expense for the year of 1934. 
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On motion of R. C. Carrick, which was duly seconded, it 
was unanimously voted that the following sums be appropri-

On motion of Nathan C. Sibley, which was duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted that the sum of $875.00 be appro- 
priated for Old Age Assistance for the year of 1934. 


On motion of Nathan C. Sibley, which was duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted that the sum of $1,250.00 be appro- 
priated for Interest expense for the year of 1934. 


On motion of M. O. Spaulding, which was duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted that the sum of $3,600.00 be appro- 
priated for Farm Bureau expense for the year of 1934. 


On motion of M. O. Spaulding, which was duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted that the sum of $1,100.00 be appro- 
priated for repair of building and installing sprinkler system 
at County Farm. 


On motion of M. O. Spaulding, which was duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted that the sum of $1,100 be appropri- 
ated for building foundation, moving barn, repairing same 
and installation of new piggery at County Farm. 

On motion by R. C. Carrick, duly seconded, it was unani- 
mously voted that the Commissioners be authorized to use any 
favorable balance which may exist in any of the appropriations 
where there may be a deficiency in any of the other appropria- 
tions. 
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On motion by G. F. Knowlton, which was duly seconded, 
it was unanimously voted that the matter of the proposed new 
mens’ dormitory at the County Farm be referred to the 1935 
Cheshire County Delegation of the General Court for their 
consideration. 


On motion of G. A. Adams of Jaffrey, which was duly sec- 
onded, it was unanimously voted that the County Commission- 
ers be authorized to dispose of by sale a certain wood lot, 
which tract of land does not join the main land of the County 
Farm, which tract of land is in the Town of Chesterfield. 

On motion by M. L. Clark, which was duly seconded, it 
was unanimously voted to adjourn.
